• Applicant's arguments, see pages 7-8, filed on 3/28/05, with respect to claims 1, 12, and 20 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of claims 1, 12, and 20 have been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

• Claims 1-23 are allowed. 

• The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited prior art of record 
teaches a printer including storage configuration for storing image data and printer's status 
information, but fails to teach and/or suggest: a storage configuration configured to store plural 
instruction components, and a dynamic application, wherein the instruction components 
individually comprise plural executable instructions configured to cause the processor to perform 
an operation with respect to formation of images, and the dynamic application comprises plural 
executable instructions configured to cause the processor to associate the dynamic application 
with at least one of the instruction component and to perform an operation with respect to the at 
least one associated instruction component; and wherein the dynamic application is disabled after 
the operation is performed", which can be found in independent claims 1, 12, and 20.
